Little Damage Was Done to Vast 
Stores of Wine in Rheims and 
Epernay 


RHEIMS, Dec. 28.—Labyrinth wine 
cellars beneath the cities of Rheims 
and Hpernay are being rapidly put 
in order by the big champagne firms 
of the two cities. These cellars, 
which would form a subterranean gal- 
lery sixty miles in length, hold hun- 
dreds of millions of bottles of precivus 
vintages, and noiwithstanding the fact 
that this region was for four years 
under fire from German and allied 
guns they suffered comparatively little 
damage. Losses incurred by the 
wine industry, while they will place 
a heavy burden on firms for a while, 
will be recouped in a short time, ac- 
cording to statements made to the As- 
sociated Press correspondent, who is 
visiting the former battlefields under 
special permission from the French 
government. german soldiers took 
very little wine from the cellars when 
they swept southward over this dis- 


trict in 1914. Probably their con-

Effects of Wood Alcohol ‘‘Whis- 
key’’ on Inmates of Seven 
Cities 


‘“‘WHISKEY EXTRACT”’ 


Is Found Concealed Among Bags 
of Sawdust 


NEW YORK, Dec. 2§.—Wighty-four 


persons have died during the past 
forty-eight hours and scores of others 
are suffering from paralysis and 


blindness, due to the drinking of wood 
alcohol “whiskey,” according to re- 
ports received from seven cities in the 
east and in Chicago.

deaths are recorded. Two women at 
Chicopee Falls, Miuss., and one at 

bi Sind et Mass,, are included in this 
st. 

In connection with the New Eng- 
land deaths and six reported in New 
York city, police and agents of the 
department of justice, are seeking 
Adolphe Paraneli, importer and com- 
mission merchant of this city, who 
they assert, sold twelve barrels of the 
poisonous liquor. The police charge 
that the “whiskey” was concocted in 
Paraneli’s store in Bleeker street. 

In Chicopee, Mass., 34 men and two 
women are dead; in Springfield, three 
men and one woman; Holyoke, nine 
men, and in Greenfield, Mass., one 
man; Hartford, Conn., 13 persons are 
dead of the poison and in Thompson- 
ville, Conn., two men are dead 

Chicago reported eight deaths; New- 
ark, N.J., three, and Cleveland, Ohio, 
two from this cause. 

In a raid on what is believed to have 
been an illicit still on Baxter street, 
| 11 bottles marked ‘whiskey flavor" 
and “whiskey extract’ were found con- 
cealed among bags of sawdust. Many 
more bottles containing ingredients 
ordinarily used in the manufacture of 
Italian and Spanish corfiials, also were 
discovered, according (to the police. 
There were many bottles labelled 
“brandy extract.” Thé@ proprietor of 
the basement In whieh the alleged 
still was located and arrested charged 
with being a suspicious person. 


Five Arrests, 


NEW YORK, Dec. 28. — Federal 
agents late tonight arrested five men 
whom they claimed to be the heads 
of an organized band which has been 
responsible for the recent widespread 
sale of wood alcohol concoctions 
through five states, One of the men 
arrested was described! the govern+ 
|ment agents as “the }ting-pin of the 
ring.” Two of the men in custody 
| were described as New York business 
men. 

For ten days, since the first fatall- 
ties were reported from wood alcohol 
poisoning? Col. Daniel L. Porter, super- 
vising revenue agent for New York, 
and H. B. Dobbs, speciui federal agent, 
Have been working on the theory that 
the poison which has caused scores of 
deaths throughout New England and 
New York, originated in this city. The 
arrests made tonight were effected in 
widely separated parts of the city.

WASHINGTON Dee 6.—Taking 
both acreage and yield per acre into 
account, the American agriculturist 
broduces two and a half times as | 
much as his Belgian and German ri- | 
vals, 2.3 times as much as the British | 
farmer, 3.2 times as much as the | 
French, and more than six times as 
much as the Italian, | 

The result of this and of the Ameri-| 
can farmer's war work is shown in! 
the 1919 American crop production, 
placed at three times greater in value} 
than the average annual] output dur- 
ing the five-year period preceding the 
European war. The aggregate value 
crops this year \s placed at 
$15,873,000,000, as compared to $14,- 
222,000,000 in 1918 and an average of 
$5,829,000,000 during the five-year 
period | 

Livestock on farms thie year was 
figured at $8,830,000,000 ,as against 
$8.284,000,000 in 1918, 

The average yield for all crops for 
the decade ending in 1918 is about 16! 
ber cent greater than for the average 
for the decade ending with 1890, the 
report said, The average rate of in- 
crease for the last twenty-five years 
is about 1-2 of 1 per cent.

Extract from the C.N.R, agreement: 

“The company hereby covenants 
with the municipality that the com- 
pany will constitute and maintain the 
Town of Edmonton as its chief divi- 
sional point on its main line with 
the District of Alberta, amd will, on 
the said portion of the Hudson's Bay 
company's reserve erect and maintain 
a first-class railway station, engine- 
house with not less than twelye stalls, 
turntable and machine shops, stock- 
yards and divisional yard tracks and 
other workg proper to a divisional 
point, all in each case to be bona 
tide suitable in size and arrangement 
and mode of management and oper- 
ation for the chief divisional point in 
Alberta of the company, according to 
the true intent and meaning of this 
agreement.” 

Extract from G.T, agreement: 

“In consideration of the premises 
and of the covenants of the city here- 
inafter expressed, which are condi- 
tions precedent to the company’s ob- 
ligation hereunder, the company will 
construct its main line through the 
city and will within or adjacent to 
the city limits either north or south 
of Rat Creek, but not more than 
three miles north or west of the pre- 
sent post-office, but north of the 
Saskatchewan river, conveniently lo- 
cate, erect, establish and permanently 
maintain shops, terminals, station, 
freight sheds and buildings so that 
within the location aforesaid the 
company shall have its principal shops 
on the main line 
system between the City of Winnipeg, 
Manitoba, or such other point as may’ 
be chosen for the location of the main 
shops of the company on the east, 
and the Pacific coast on the west, 
and will establish and maintain the 
City of Edmonton as its chief division.

In the first place Mr. Dugue asked 
the mayor what the city had to offer 
the C.N.R, to bring its shops to the 
city, :

G.T, had not been taken over, but} 
was being operated under a receiver- 
ship, but there was no reason to be- 
lieve that it would not eventually 
form part of the government system. 
With the four roads, the C.N.R., the 
Intercoionial, the G.T. and the G.T.P., 
the Canadian government believed 
that it would have a system which 
under business management would 
eventually be able to compete on 
favorable terms with the C.P.R. But) 
they could not have success if they | 
had politica] interference with the 
management. The establishment of 
shops and like matters was a business 
question, and not a political one, and} 
all representations made by the city 
should, he considered, be on business 
grounds alone, They had the two 
agreements with the railways, and 
he hoped that with the two combined, 
it would give them the opportunity to 
make demands which would be re- 
ceived with legal consideration, He 
believed that the geographical situa- 
tion and the raiway situation was such 
ag to enable them to go to the man- 
agement of the railways, and show 
them the business advantages which 
would accrue if they established at 
2dimonton. It was not the policy 
of the government to interfere with 
the management of the railways, and 
he therefore advocated sending a 
strong dclegation, not to the govern- 
ment, but to the business management 
of the railway.

TO CONFERENCE 


Assert That Armed Bands Sent 
to Co-Operate with Serbian 
Forces . 


Paris, Dec. 25.—Yurther protests, 
relative to Serblan operations in 
Montenegro, have been sent to the 
peace conference by the royal Monte- 
negtin government, which has its 
headquarters at Neuilly.

KILLING WESTERN PRODUCTION 


(E. Cora Hind, in Journal of Com- 
merce, Montreal.) 
WINNIPEG, Dec. 10,—The west is! 
in the grip of the earliest and coldest! 
winter for many, many years In 
spite of this, business in almost all! 
ordinary commercial lines is active and 
the Christmas trade promises to be a| 
heavy one, though prices of practically 
everything show an advance on last 
year, meats and poultry being almost} 

the only exceptions. 

Butter is retailing at 75c per pound 
and if some one does not speedily put} 
a quietus on the board of commerce, 
there will be neither butter nor milk 
for next year and very little bacon. 
The latest idea promulgated here Is 

embargo the export of butter in| 


to 


| order to lower the price of milk. This 


is a pet idea of Mr. O'Connor. The 
effect of dairying is nothing short of, 
appalling. Cows by the thousand and 
heifer calves by the hundreds are go- 
ing to the shambles, but this gentle- 
man goes airily on his way destroying 
industries that have been built up 
through long years of patient effort. 
One wonders what the end of it all) 
will be. If the present state of things 
continues another month or two, weste| 
ern Canada will be importing bacon, |

more about it than the men who have | 
been working at it for years, has some) 
scheme of continuing production by 
“indentured labor,” or something else} 
ejually chimerical. Certainly he has 
no power to compel the present pro- 
ducers to go on producing unless it 
pays them to do so, The farmers are 
the class who can sit back and say, 
“we will produce enough for our own 
needs but if you do not pay us a Just 
price we will produce no more than 
sufficient for our own needs,” and get 
away with It. 

The early snow and the expected de- 
mand for building material both at home 
and abroad has stimulated interest in

Labor Situation Peculiar

farm work, and as high as $70 a month 
and board and washing fails to tempt the 
men who want a six-hour day in the 
city and a movie every night.

of rye has been 1,043,900 bushels against 
534.000 in 1918.
